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Protect Soldier’s Families 


The Edmonton branch of the Canadian 
Legion says only what is in the minds of 
most of us when it presses Ottawa to pro- 
tect the wives and families of servicemen 
from heartless eviction orders. 

There are cases, of course, in which the 
rights of landlords require to be protected. 
Presumably some few eviction orders are 
justified. Or, at least, it is conceivable 
that they may be. 

But all Edmonton should stand firmly 
behind this principle; that, within limita- 
tions of tolerable sacrifice, the homes of 
servicemen’s dependents should not be dis- 
turbed while their men are engaged in 
the defense of Canada and human free- 
dom. 

The matter of rental profits does not 
enter into the case. Even awkwardness 
and embarrassments should be suffered to 
maintain this principle. 

For the men who are engaged in pro- 
tecting Edmonton homes have a right to 
expect that the homes of their families, so 
far as is possible, will be inviolate so long 
as they are on active service. They should 
not be required to carry the burden of 
family worry at the same time that they 
are carrying the burdens of war. 

This is what the contention of the Ca- 
nadian Legion means. And it has full sup- 
port of every reasonable and patriotic per- 
son in this city.

Berlin Wants “Revenge” 


The Hitler press is giving plenty of con- 
firmation of the extensive damage done 
by the bombing of Berlin. The pages of 
these papers are now carrying cross-lines 
and leaded articles to demand “revenge”, 
and in so doing they no doubt reflect the 
fury to which all Nazidom has been stirred. 
The outcry is the measure of the severity 
of the blows the capital sustained. 

These are of course the same papers 
which applauded the slaughter at Warsaw, 
at Rotterdam, in northern France, the 
bombing of London, the machine-gunning 
of crowds in the streets of English villages 
and on English bathing-beaches. “Total 
war” looks different to the Nazi when it is 
being inflicted upon people in other coun- 
tries than when it is being carried back 
home to Germany. 

There is no room for doubt that a “re- 
venge”’ campaign will be launched against 
Britain. It can hardly be imagined even at 
Berlin that this barrage of threats will 
stop the raids. To suppose that is the hope 
would be as unreasonable as to suppose the 
Allied high command started the raids 
without having prepared to dea] with 
whatever return blows may be attempted. 

If there is anything in the Nazi reper- 
toire of deviltries that has not yet been re- 
sorted to, it must be expected that it will 
be brought into use to satisfy the thirst for 
vengeance upon the country whose airmen 
have dared to do to Berlin what German 
airmen tried to do—and in large measure 
did do—to London. That steps have been 
taken to meet such a counter-attack must 
be assumed.

Make Wages Adequate 


It is Said that representations will 
shortly be made to that section of the pub- 
lic which rents rooms to war workers to 
lower the price of these accommodations 
on compassionate grounds. 

The story is that many persons em- 
ployed in war plants, girls and young men 
particularly, do not receive sufficient sal- 
ary to pay the prices that are being asked 
for rooms and board. The proposal is to 
ask those who rent the rooms and furnish 
the board to cut their prices in half so that 
war workers will be able to bring their ex- 
penses within the bounds of their incomes 

The compassionate sentiment towards 
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war workers is all to the credit of those 
who are promoting this scheme. But they 
are putting the cart before the horse, 

If it is true that an economic anomaly 
exists in which the wages paid certain 
classes of war workers are not enough to 
permit them to live decently, there seems 
to be no reason on earth why householders 
who have patriotically responded to the 
appeal to rent rooms should be asked to 
bear the financial burden of that anomaly. 

The rentals on rooms are supposed to 
be fixed by the government control in 
charge of that sort of thing. It is to be 
presumed that these rentals, with the in- 
evitable few exceptions, are fair and rea- 
sonable and bear an equitable relationship 
to the enitre war effort structure. If the 
rental control organization has not fixed 
rentals on this basis, it has failed very 
wretchedly. 

If a serious discrepancy exists between 
war workers’ wages and war workers’ liv- 
ing costs, the obvious and direct solution 
would be to raise the wages. 

Surely private householders, already 
making tremendous sacrifices, should not 
be expected to absorb the cost of discrep- 
ancies which should be the business of the 
Department of Munitions and Supply.

Tokyo should be told in set terms 
that using poison gas against the Chinese 
will be punished in the same way that its 
use against any other Allied troops will be 
punished. Whether Tojo likes it or not 
the Chinese are our Allies and should get 
all the protection that can be given them.

Ration Comparisons 


Rationing statistics for all embat- 
tled countries, recently released tell 
a stark story of food as a weapon 
and ought to make the housewife in 
Canada realize how well armed she 
actually is: 

Belgium: Average consumer al- 
| lowed five ounces of meat a week. 
This is a theoretical figure, how- 
ever, and actual allowances are far 
lower. 

China: Soldiers and government 
workers alloted 24 ounces of rice a 
week or 26 ounces of flour as an al- 
ternative. How. much or what the 
}remaining 425,000,000 get to eat is 
not known. 


Czechoslovakia: The difference 
between the official German com- 
putation of food and that which is 
actually swallowed by this twice be- 
trayed people would feed millions. 
Thrifty German soldiers run a 
flourishing black market which sells 
a pound of bread for 70 cents and a 
ten-pound goose for $33. 

Great Britain; Rations include 2 
ounces of cooking fats, 6 ounces of 
table fats, 8 ounces of sugar, 20 
ounces of meat (all types including 
| poultry and fish) and 2 ounces of 
tea per week. 

Greece: The pantry is bare, 
literally. 

Poland: The only thing unration- 
ed in Poland is death.

Policy Outlined 
By Mackinnon 


CALGARY, Nov, 26-—-(CP)—As- 
Surance that there will be a ready 
market for Alberta bacon pro- 
ducts in 1944 and 1945 despite the 
reduction in commitments to 
Great Britain announced last Oc- 
tober was given last night by Hon. 
J. A, MacKinnon, minister of 
trade and industry in the Domin- 
jon government, when he ad- 
dressed dedelgates to the Alberta 
Wheat Pool convention. 

Mr. McKinnon reviewed govern 
ment policies with regard to food 
production, answered criticism lev- 
elled at farm product regulations 
and explained briefly the govern- 


ment’s intentions with regard to 
livestock. 

“The publication on Oct. 22 last | 
of details concerning our fifth 
bacon agreement with the United 
Kingdom has been disturbing to | 


some hog producers,” he said 


900,000,000 POUNDS 

“It was announced by Hon. J. G. | 
Gardiner that during 1944 and 1945 | 
Canada has undertaken to supply | 
not less than a total of 900 million | 
pounds of Wiltshire bacon and cuts | 
to Great Britain. This compares 
with our commitments totalling 
1,275 million pounds during the past 
two years. 

“I would emphasize, however, 
the importance of the words ‘not 
less than’ contained in Mr. Gard- 
iner’s statement. The 450 million 
pounds for 1944 is not a maximum 
but a minimum amount. Experts 
in the federal department of agri- 
culture have little doubt that any 
additional quantities of bacon 
which become available for ex- 
port will be readily marketed.” 

Feed shortages, especially in the 
Fast, have resulted in reduced hog 
production, he said, and because of 
that it was thought advisable to set 
the objective for export at an 
amount that the country could be 
sure of reaching.

SHIELD TARGETS 

The problem of conquering Ger- 
many from the sky is today no 
longer the relatively simple one that 
certain aviation writers figured two 
years ago or even a year ago, Our 
failure to concentrate adequate air 
power in 1942 and 1943 over Ger- 
many has given the Nazis the 
chance to shield their key 


It is 
longer largely a “trucking” 
problem—to bring the necessary 
amount of explosives to key obpec- 
tives. The problem now is nothing 
less than the destruction of German 
air power, in order to assume com- 
mand of the skies and to use this 
freedom of navigation over enemy 
territory for systematic demolition 
of the sources of German military 
power.

That was the hope and the plea of 
General Eaker, The enemy was not 
yet prepared for such an onslaught 
and the surprise element could have

| ope did as well as they did, consid- 
| ering performance limitations, must 
be credited in the first place to the 
skill and resourcefulness of our 
personnel, both at the planning and 
directing end and in actual op- 
eration,

Flying After 
War for Men 


By BARBARA WACE 
Associated Press Writer 
LONDON, Nov. 26—(CP)—Paul- 
ine Gower is the first woman ever 
to become a director of the British 
Overseas Airways Corporation, She 
is commandant of the Women’s Air 
Transport Auxiliary, which ferries 
|120 different types of airplanes, 
| from ditch-hoppers to four-engined 
Fortress bombers, from airfield to 
| airfield. She built up this organi- 
zation from a staff of eight women 
in 1939 to more than 900 in 1943 
Of these, 104 are pilots. But in a 
small unpretentious office at the 
A.T.A. Headquarters, she leaned 
forward at her desk and earnestly 
made this startling statement: 
| “I think there is a vast opportun- 
ity for women in post-war aviation 
—but not necessarily as pilots.” 
For Pauline Gower,in spite of her 
impressive record as a pilot—she 
carried over 33,000 passengers 
when running her own commercial 
joy-riding before the war-—-is no 
| feminist. She has the utmost ad- 
miration for the job women are do- 
ing today—men’'s jobs, But she has 
a completely realistic attitude to- 


wards the subject, and does not 
wish things to stay on the same 
| basis after the war manpower 


| emergency is over. 
“Honestly, with young men freed 
from the forces, do you really think 
they will need women to fly air- 
| planes commercially?” she asked. 
“After all, women have handicaps, 
| whatever people may say. 


STRAIN ON NERVES 


She feels that these 
make the job they are doing in this 
war twice as wonderful—but she 
hopes that after it is over they will 
be able to give up those jobs which 
put too much strain on their nerves 
and their physiques, She thinks that 
there will be many openings for 
women in aviation-—as air hostesses, 
4s administrators, in radio work 
where they have proved above all, 
advising on all questions where the 
coinfort of the women passengers 
is concerned,
